The  crude  Birth  and  Death  Rates  of  any  district  are  not  directly 
comparable  with  those  of  any  other  district  or  those  of  England  and 
Wales.  To  make  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and 
age  distribution  differs  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the 
crude  rates  are  multiplied  by  a  comparability  factor.  The  resultant 
figures  can  then  be  compare1  with  those  of  a-:'.'  other  district  and 
England  and  Wales.

SECTION  1C| 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


(i)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northallerton,  a  van  calls  once  a  week  to  collect  specimens. 


( i i )  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  19Z.6 

The  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services  is  carried 
out  by  the  Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-Committee  in  the  urban  districts  of 
Malton  &  Pickering,  and  the  rural  districts  of  Helnsley,  Kirbynoorside, 
Malton  &  Pickering. 

(a)  Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  centres  in  the 
Ryedale  Area. 

In  places  where  no  clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare 
services  are  carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  hone. 

(b)  Midwifery-  Health  Visiting  and  Hone  Pursing 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  16  districts  are  resident  in  the 
area. 

( c )  ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbynoorside  provide  this  service. 

(d)  Im  .runisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria  at  child 
welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  cf  this  service  is  carried  out  by 
general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and  in  the  home. 

A  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis  was 
introduced  during  the  year  and,  in  May  to  June  1956,  222  children  were  given 
a  complete  course  and  50  received  one  dose  of  vaccine.  The  number  of 
children  who  were  registered  for  vaccination  was  2009. 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a  charge  dependent  on  the  income 
of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has  been  a  confinement  or  ill-health 
of  the  mother,  and  to  tbe  aged  and  infirm.

Refuse  Disposal 


Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  most  of  the  area  with  the 
exception  of  Bean  Sheaf,  Stape  etc.  where  a  three  monthly  collection, 
operates. 


Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  crude  tipping. 

Sewage  Disposal 

No  changes  have  been  made  to  the  sewerage  system  or  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  since  the  last  report  and  the  remarks  made  in 
my  reports  for  1954  and  1955  still  apply. 

Food 

Three  slaughterhouses  are  in  regular  use  in  the  district 
and  much  of  the  meat  for  local  consumption  is  slaughtered  in  them. 

During  the  year  208  visits  were”  made  to  slaughterhouses 
and  694  lbs.  of  carcase  meat  and  offal  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption.  These  figures  show  that,  in  some  way  or  another, 
some  part  of  3.3 $  of  all  the  animals  inspected  was.  found  to  be 
unfit.

Grants  under  section  20  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949  nave  been 
made  in  respect  of  14  dwellings  during  the  year.  Almost  all  of 
these  grants  have  been  made  to  owner  occupiers  and  owners  still 
appear  to  be  unwilling  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  for 
the  benefit  of  their  tenants 

Of  the  houses  inspected  during  the  year  5  were  found  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

One  has  been  closed  upder  section  10,  Local  Government 
(Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1953  and  the  remaining  4  are  yet 
to  be  dealt  with. 


Nuisances 

62  inspections  were  made  for  nuisances  and  37  nuisances 
were  found  to  exist. 

All  but  2  of  those  nuisances  were  dealt  with  informally, 
the  two  in  question  being  dealt  with  by  service  of  statutory 
notices  when  both  nuisances  were  abated..
